“Tt was at Caliente on the Santa Fe,

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THE OMAHA INJUNCTION. 

The injunction gun has kicked at last. The law of action and 
reaction is vindicated and the equality of the two established. 

The order issued by Judge Dickinson of the Nebraska District 
‘Court restraining the business men from boycotting those who 
employ union labor does no more than apply to the Business 
Men's Association the law applied last week by the Federal 
Court to the labor organizations. 

According to the summary of the order printed in Wednesday's 
Post-Dispatch the order is comprehensive and generdus. Threats 
and all kinds of intimidation are forbidden, collection of money 
to break up labor unions is prohibited, the association may not 
import labor to take the place of the strikers, in pursuance of 
an agreement to destroy the labor organization, nor can it use 
the courts to promote any plan of war against the unions. 

It seems to be sweeping enough to satisfy the most ardent be- 
lever in “government by injunction.” 

The action of the court, however, is a temporary restraining 
order only: What may happen when the case come up for argu- 
ment depends probably upon the facts established. In this re- 
spect the case is similar to that of the Wabash recently before 
Judge Adams of the Federal Court in St. Louis. 

But whatever the legal substance of this specific case, and 
the facts involved, the important consideration is that the in- 
junction can be used to restrain unlawful acts, no matter by 
whom contemplated, and it is just as easy to assume that one 
party to the controversy has unlawful designs as the other. 
And the courts will no doubt make no discrimination in punish- 
ing contempt. 

“Government by injunction” is not very popular, perhaps be- 
cause that sfily phrase is not really understood, even by the 
elect, and because the thing itself is probably a phantom of the 
fevered imagination. But it is consoling to know that the phan- 
tom squints both ways and is just as potent to control one side 
as another in these labor wars.“ a

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NORTH AND SOUTH ROUTES. 
The theory of the Rock Island-Frisco merger was stated thus 
by a director: 
“It is no longer the case that to be successful railroad combina- 
tions must be eastward and westward. Hereafter such mergers 
will be upon a north and south plan.”
